The  Mind  ot  Jefferson 

Tuesday  evenings  at  7:30,  with  the  help  of  leading  educators  and  public  figures, 
we  shall  explore  the  many  facets  of  our  third  President's  genius,  and  the  eloquence 
of  his  pen  in  the  cause  of  human  liberty  through  personal  and  social  responsibility, 
in  a  series  called  The  Mind  of  Jefferson.  These  will  be  family  programs,  designed 
for  education  and  entertainment,  and  will  attempt  to  bridge  what  chasms  lie  be- 
tween the  ideologies  of  our  founding  fathers  and  those  which  confound  or  chal- 
lenge young  and  old  alike  today.  The  purpose  of  the  series  is  a  frank  one:  to 
stimulate  further  consideration  of  Jeffersonian  approaches  to  current  crises. 

An  amazing  man  of  ideas  and  ideals,  Jefferson  was  a  scholar  of  the  classics,  a 
statesman,  a  farmer,  a  lawyer,  a  philosopher,  a  mathematician,  a  natural  historian, 
a  cartographer,  an  architect,  a  paleontologist,  a  scientist  and  inventor,  a  linguist, 
and  even  a  musician  —  let  alone  a  champion  of  civil  rights,  religious  freedom, 
national  autonomy,  equal  justice,  and  world  peace.  The  author  of  our  Declaration 
of  Independence  owned  and  developed  the  most  fascinating  mind  ever  to  grace 
the  White  House.  His  principles  and  interests  deserve  recognition  from  Pacifica  as 
we  invest  our  own  efforts  in  probing  the  relationships  between  individuals  and 
institutions  in  a  time  as  unique  as  his  own  and,  possibly,  even  more  demanding  of 
a  like  integrity.
